If Ship-owners Cannot End Strike 
Let Our Government Run the Ships 
After Making Terms With Strikers 


| No Sense in Letting a Few Bullheaded Private Owners Penal- 
ize Entire Public Simply Because They Won’t Permit 
Settlement Unless Left Free to Ignore Unions 


Now what are the plain facts? 

Ships cannot be operated with- 
out crews, nor can they be loaded 
or unloaded, without workers who 
are trained and competent to do 
this work. This is so fundamental 
that there is no escape from these 
fundamentals. 

On the other hand the private 
owners, who assume a dog-in-the- 
manger attitude, are not so neces- 
sary but even they may be dis- 
pensed with entirely. Because they 
have been having pretty much the 


| whole say in the past about how 


and when ships should run it does 
not follow that the entire popula- 
tion of the Pacific coast must con- 
tinue to suffer indefinitely because 
three or four private companies 
are managed by men too pig- 
headed to grant demands that all 


| the other ship-owners seem willing 


to concede to the workers. 

When the maritime workers de- 
mand conditions and wages that 
vary so little from what has been 
the rule for over two years past, 
that on the face of them they look 
reasonable, the public has a right 
to demand that the ship-owners 
back down from their present pub- 
lic-be-damned attitude in connec- 
tion with which one of their num- 
ber has said they are prepared to 
“leave the ships tied up for two 
years.” 

The public is demanding a speedy 
settlement of the present tie-up of 
ships, which is causing so much 
inconveniencé, léss and suffering. 

There is nothing contained in the 
demands of the men who have vir- 
tually been locked out that cannot 
be ironed out and adjusted, if the 
ship-owners really want to make 
an honset-to-goodness agreement 
with the maritime workers. 

What the ship-owners must now 
do and which they hate above all 
things to concede is to recognize 
and accept the regularly consti- 
tuted unions of their employes as 
the bargaining agency of all their 
employes. These employes have a 
right to be representatives of these 
unions, as their bargaining agents. 
What is more they have a legal 
right in the present day and age to 
bargain collectively. Just because 
the ship-owners would like to have 
a set-up under which they can 
smash the unions of their employes 
to smothereens by blacklisting and 
weeding out all active union mem- 
bers is no reason why the public 
should continue to submit to the 
inevitable results which must flow 
from such an attitude. When the 
ship-owners insist on having a com- 
pany owned or company controlled 
hiring hall that is identically the 
same thing, in practice, as turning 
over to these ship-owners the 
privilege of discriminating against 
their union employes as much as 
they please. Under such condi- 
tions there could be no union, ex- 
cept such a one as the ship-owners 
might designate or approve of, 
which would be exactly the equiv- 
alent of no union at all. This is 
no pipe dream. It is a matter that 
has been demonstrated and proven 
by thirty years of actual demon- 
stration. 

There is no need of evading the 
issue any further. There is neither 
sense nor reason in letting this 
matter drag along any more. If 
the ship-owners cannot effect a 
settlement speedily that will result 
in the resumption of the operation 
of their ships the public welfare 
demands that the government take 
over the ships and put the mari- 
time workers, now facing hunger 
and want, back to work again.

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Another Frame-up Exploded 


There always was something fishy looking about those oil 
workers, who were convicted of carrying dynamite, which was 
supposed to be intended to blow up Standard Oil service 
stations. 

But it was not until last week that specific information on 
just how that incident came about reached these parts. It was 
divulged at last Friday night’s meeting of the San Francisco 
Labor Council that the man, whose testimony was used to con- 
vict eight men, has finally confessed, that he was hired to plant 
the dynamite in question in the automobile, where it was found 
and used as evidence to prove the innocent occupants were 
plotting to use it. 


That is exactly what it looked like during the trial and what 
a lot of us thought at the time, but now that the real culprit in 
the case has admitted that he committed perjury to send inno- 
Cent men to prison no time should be lost to pardon the victims. 

Will the Stanislaus county authorities, who were so will- 
ing to prosecute those eight men, be equally willing to prose- 
cute those who really conceived the plot of planting the dyna- 
mite and committing perjury to convict the innocent? Or will 
they do like the San Joaquin county authorities did when one, 
Emerson by name, was caught red-handed carrying dynamite 
to plant in Tveitmoe’s office, while the state convention of the 
building trades council was in session at Stockton, when they 
just let Emerson go and did nothing further about it? 


Is not the crime which actually was committed a far worse 
crime than the one, which it was charged the innocent victims 
intended to commit? If transporting dynamite for the alleged 
purpose of blowing up an inanimate oil station is a sufficient 
offence to give men alleged to be thus plotting sentences rang- 
ing from one to ten year’s in prison, what would be the correct | 
penalty for those who actually plotted a frame-up to deliber- | 
ately put dynamite in an automobile, as part of a diabolical plan 
to railroad innocent men to prison, apparently for the purpose | 
of discrediting and injuring organized labor? 

Hired spies have a black record and it is high time that | 
people generally came to a realization that planted frame-ups 
have always played a prominent part in their activities. It is | 
one of the methods used to get employers frightened and in a 
mood to be willing to pay the detectives for uncovering such | 
plots, when the fact of the matter is, in most cases, that such | 
plots were made to order. 

It is easy to plant evidence, but it is not so easy to prove 
that it was planted. Each one of the eight men in question | 
knew they were innocent but the dynamite and the perjury of | 
One man convicted these innocent men. How long will the | 
authorities of this state permit them to remain in prison now | 
that the truth apparently has leaked out? 

In this same connection it would seem quite pertinent and 
to the point to ask, also, how much longer will California per- 
mit Tom Mooney, who likewise was convicted by perjured 
testimony, to remain in prison?

Attention was called at this time 
by the chairman for the education 
committee that copies of the “La-| 
bor Information Bulletin,” can be 
secured free of charge from the 
United States bureau of labor sta- 
tistics, Washington, D. C. 

The committee appointed for the 
purpose of creating a central coun- 
cil of ladies’ auxiliaries then made 
its report and recommendations | 
which was duly concurred in.
